1. I CALLED ON MININTERIOR COL. BOLENTINI ON MARCH 21. 

AFTER EXPRESSING OUR APPRECIATION FOR HIS MINISTRY' S EFFORTS 
IN BRINGING MURDERS OF DAN MITRIONE TO JUSTICE, I TURNED 
CONVERSATION TO US- URUGUAYAN COOPERATION IN NARCOTICS AFFAIRS. 
I EXPRESSED OUR UNDERSTANDING OF HIS CONCERN THAT US WAS 
NOT SUPPLYING GOU WITH SUFFICIENT INFORMATION CONCERNING 

NARCOTICS CASES IN WHICH THERE WAS A MUTUAL INTEREST AND WITH 
HIS VIEW THAT COOPERATION BETWEEN OUR TWO COUNTRIES SHOULD 
BE ON BASIS OF RECIPROCITY IN INFORMATION ( REFTEL). TO 
CORRECT THESE PAST DEFICIENCIES, I OFFERED TO HAVE APPROPRIATE 
US NARCOTICS OFFICIALS FULLY BRIEF MINISTER AND WHOMEVER 
HE WISHED TO INCLUDE. BOLENTINI EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR 
OUR SENSITIVITY TO HIS CONCERNS AND READILY ACCEPTED MY 
OFFER. HE THEN ASSURED ME OF GOU COOPERATION IN BRINGING 
" CATCH- ALL" DEFENDANTS TODINO AND PICARIELLO TO JUSTICE IN 
US ( SEPTEL FOLLOWS). 
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2. ON MARCH 27 BNDD S/ A SAUCEDO AND US CUSTOMS AGENT CSUKAS 
BRIEFED MINISTER BOLENTINI AND CHIEF OF INTELLIGENCE 
DIVISION CASTIGLIONI ON INTERNATIONAL NARCOTICS OPERATIONS 
WITH EMPHASIS ON USDECIDED NOT TO ENGAGE IN EXTENSIVE 
DISCUSSION ON MBFR DEVELOPMENTS. HE WONDERED WHETHER THAT 
JUDGEMENT 

SHOULD NOT EQUALLY APPLY TODAY. DE STAERCKE ( BEL) AGREED. 
OBSERVING THAT POSTPONEMENT OF QUADRILATERAL MEETING CONSTITUTED 
FAVORABLE SIGN THAT SOVIETS WERE CONSIDERING WESTERN PROPOSAL 
SERIOUSLY; IF THEY WERE SIMPLY GOING TO REJECT IT CATEGORICALLY 
AND NOT COME UP WITH ANY SUGGESTIONS FOR COMPROMISE, THEY COULD 
PRESUMABLY DO SO IN LESS TIME. HE NOTED THAT NEW LANGUAGE FOR 
STATEMENTS ON HUNGARY HAD BEEN DRAFTED AND WAS UNDER DISCUSSION 
IN THE AHG. ( REF PRESUMABLY IS TO TEXTS IN VIENNA 2367). 

DE STAERCKE THOUGHT BOTH THE PROCEDURE AND THE LANGUAGE ITSELF 
ACCEPTABLE AND WITHIN NAC GUIDANCE. 

2. SPIERENBURG ( NETHERLANDS) PROFESSED SOME CONFUSION ABOUT WHAT 
TEXTS DE STAERCKE WAS TALKING ABOUT AND SAID HE WAS CONCERNED 
ABOUT 

VIENNA DEVELOPMENTS. HE REPEATED HIS GOVT’ S INTEREST IN AN 
AGENDA ITEM ON NON- CIRCUMVENTION AND SAID IF THIS CONCEPT IS 
QUESTIONED HIS AUTHORITIES WOULD QUESTION EVERYTHING. HE ALSO 
OBJECTED TO THE " LITTLE GAME" VIENNA REPS ENGAGING IN. CATALANO 
( ITALY) SAID HE HAD NOT RECEIVED THE TEXTS DE STAERCKE REFERRED 
TO, BUT IF USE OF SUCH STATEMENTS WOULE EVOKE A COUNTER- 
DECLARATION 

( RE ITALIAN STATUS), HE WOULD BE OPPOSED. DE STAERCKE SUGGESTED 
THAT COUNCIL WAIT UNTIL ALL PERMREPS HAD THE TEXTS IN HAND BEFORE 
ENGAGING IN DISCUSSION AND PROVIDING ANY GUIDANCE TO AHG. 

3. MENZIES ( CANADA) INDICATED THAT HE HAD THE TEXTS AND SAID 

HIS READING OF VIENNA REPORTS INDICATED THAT AHG WAS MERELY DOING 
A LITTLE ANTICIPATORY DRAFTING AND NOTHING MORE. HE THOUGHT NAC 
SHOULD LEAVE IT TO VIENNA REPS TO CARRY ON AS THEY HAD BEEN DOING 
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AND TO DEFINE OPTIONS FOR NAC DISCUSSION WHICH HE FELT AHG WOULD 
PROBABLY BE READY TO DO BY THE MIDLE OF NEXT WEEK. MENZIES THOUGHT 
AHG HAD BEEN OPERATING CAUTIOUSLY AND RESPONSIBLY, ADDING THAT IF 
NATO COUNTRIES WERE AS WELL COORDINATED IN HELSINKI WE WOULD BE 
MUCH BETTER OFF. DE STAERCKE SUPPORTED FIRST HALF OF THIS 
OBSERVATION AS DID RUMSFELD ( UL) WHO EXPRESSED VIEW THAT AHG 
WAS STAYING CAREFULLY WITHIN GUIDANCE RECEIVED. RUMSFELD 
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SPECIFICALLY DISAGREED WITH SPIERENBURG THAT AHG PLAYING GAMES 
AND SAID HE KNEW OF NO PROBLEMS IN VIENNA REQUIRING NAC DISCUSSION 
AT THIS JUNCTURE. 

4. SPIERENBURG SAID HE COULD ONLY REPORT WHAT HE READ IN HIS 
TELEGRAM. FOR EXAMPLE, HE HAD NO OBJECTION TO INTERNAL AHG 
DISCUSSION OF HOW AND WHEN AGENDA TOPICS MIGHT BE PUT TO THE OTHER 
SIDE BUT HE HAD IMPRESSION THAT AHG WAS DISCUSSING POSSIBILITY 
OF HAVING TWO AGENDA " BASKETS" ONE WESTERN AND ONE WARSAW PACT 
AND HE WAS NOT HAPPY ABOUT THIS LINE OF DISCUSSION. PECK ( UK) 

SAID HE HAD NO DIFFICULTY WITH CURRENT HANDLING OF PROBLEM IN 
VIENNA AND THAT CURRENT DISCUSSION IN AHG OF HOW AND WHEN TO 
PROBE ON AGENDA TOPICS WAS QUITE ACCEPTABLE. PECK NOTED THAT 
QUESTION OF RECESS IN VIENNA HAD COME UP AND SUGGESTED COUNCIL 
DISCUSS. LUNS AGREED THIS SHOULD BE DONE AT NEXT WEEK' S MEETING.
